A. Water and Sewer Service agreement for Liberty Development Office at 2534 — The applicant
Liberty Development, LLC submitted to the Town a Water and Sewer Demand Analysis. Based
upon the analysis the proposed construction of an office building, the total water requirement is
5.83 acre feet per year. Water credits for the project will come from the 2534 “water bank”.

B. Water and Sewer Service Agreement for Liberty Development Flex Building at 2534 — The
applicant Liberty Development, LLC submitted to the Town a Water and Sewer Demand
Analysis. Based upon the analysis the proposed construction of a flex office-warehouse
building, the total water requirement is 1.22 acre feet per year. Water credits for the project will
come from the 2534 “water bank”.

Development Flex Building and authorize the Mayor to sign it. Motion carried with a
unanimous vote.
